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ALL CANADA SYMPATHIZES 


SYMPATHIES OF CANADIAN PEO- 
"ple, divided recently on the cause and 
results of the V-E Day riots, flowed to Hall- 
fax today as that city awaited abatement 
of fires which touched off the second major 
explosion in Nova Scotia's capital in 28 
years. The number of casualties from the 
blasts which originated in the Royal Cana- 
dian Navy ammunition depot, blew out 
windows and caused extensive damage 
throughout the town, was. not immediately 
known. It appeared obvious, however, the 
total would not be anything like the toll 
exacted in the disastrous explosion of 
Dec. 6, 1917, which claimed from 1,600 to 
1,800 lives, injtired 6,000 and left more than 
10,000 homeless. On that occasion devasta- 
tion was widespread, with whole areas of 
Halifax levelled from the blast when the 
French freighter- Mont Blanc, loaded with 
a deadly cargo of-benzol, picric acid and 
trinitrotoluene, - collided with the Belgian 
relief ship Imo in the. narrows separating 


Halifax Harbor proper from Bedford Basin. | 


The bitter cold of a blizzard added to the 
horrors of that tragedy. 

Early reports of the manner in which 
the Haligonians behaved under this most 
recent misfortune help to re-emphasize their 
reputation as a courageous people who 
have, more than any other civilian popula- 
tion in the Dominion, been on the front 
line in this war. The civil defence services, 
organized early.in the conflict for the emer- 
gency of an enémy raid, apparently proved 
their value as, with the assistance of the 
armed forces, they moved citizens from 
areas of danger to other jocalities 

Even if the destruction to life and prop- 
erty is less than early reports indicate, this 
latest blow of fate comes with particular 
harshness to a community which has al- 
ready suffered extensively. Congestion had 
pyramided its wartime problems shortly 
after the disastrous Queen Hotel fire 
claimed over a score of lives In March of 
1939. Rioting at the end of the war in 
Europe. had inflicted wounds both physical 
and spiritual] on the city, By good fortune, 
Halifax appeared to have escaped the po- 
tentially most serious éxplosion of the 
main magazine today.

Affairs Relations Act of- 1936 defines the 
status of Eire as it concerns the British 
monarchy. 

In this regard, it is to be remembered, 
the original Constitution of the Irish Free 
State came into operation on Dec. 6, 1922; 


but certain provisions considered distaste. | 
ful to the national sentiments of the Irish | 


people. were gradually removed by succes- 
sive amendments, with the result that by 
the end of 1936 the text differed consider- 
ably from that of the document of 14 years 
earlier, On June 14, 1937, a new Constitu- 
tion won the approval of the people by 
means of a-plebiscite, end it became law 
on Dec. 29, 1937, likewise restoring the 
former name of Ireland—Eire. The pre- 
amble of the Constitution, incidentally, may 
be of interest in view of Mr. de Valera’s 
latest--pronouncement, Here it is: 

“In the Name of the Most Holy Trinity, from 
Whom is all authority and to. Whom, as our 
final ‘end, all actions both of men and states 
must be referred, We, the people of Eire, Humbly 
acknowledging all our obligations to our Divine 
Lord, Jesus Christ, Who sustained our fathers 
through centuries of trial, Gratefully rememver- 
ing their heroic and unremitting struggle to re- 
gain the rightful independence of our Nation, 
And seeking to promote the common good, with 
due observance of Prudence, Justice and Charity, 
so that the dignity and freedom of the Individual 
may be assured, true social order attained, unity 
of our country restored, and concord established 
With other nations, Do hereby adopt, enact, and 
give to qurselves this Constitution.” 

At the time of the publication of this 
Constitution in the summér of 1937 much 
was made of the fact by its supporters 
that its terms applied to the whole of Ire- 
land, which it declared. as “a sovereign, 
independent,..democratic. state.” Ardent re. 
publican elements berated the British gov- 
ernment for condoning the partition of Ire- 
land, arguing that the “six counties” of the 
north should be compelled to come within 
the framework of the new document,-a 
contention, of course, .which merely 
strengthened the antipathy of the men and 
women of Ulster. “However, the Constitu- 
tion provided—and still does provide—that 


“pending the reintegration of the national 
territory, the laws enacted by the” Partia- 
ment established by the Constitution shall 
have the same area and extent of applica- 
tion as those of the Irish-Free ‘State.” 

Judged. by the present attitude of the 
people of the “six counties,” who are provd 
of their. intimate association with the rest 
of the British Commonwealth of “Nations, 
it would take: a’ resolution of Orangemen 
during a July 12 celebration in Belfast to 
speed the “reintegration of the national 
territory.” But Mr. de Valera still seems 
quite content to go his own way, to per- 
petuate the “ancient grudge,” and figur- 
atively to thumb his nose at the rest of 
the Empire. \The “splendid isolation” he 
maintained while thousands of the sons of 
his republic were fighting for their lives 
and liberty—for his life and his liberty— 
is in keeping with the strange doctrinaire 
philosophy which saw nothing incongruous 
in the hospitality he has shown, to envoys 
of the principal enemies of mankind since 
the fateful day of September nearly six 
years ago.

S A RESULT of the Potsdam conference 
it’ will be «possible, ‘we may hope, to 
define the terms on which the Japanese 
war can be brought to an end. The United 
States alone cannot do that even though 
we shall have played the principal ‘part ‘in 
defeating Japan. Thus we are committed to 
the Cairo declaration to insist that Man- 
churia, as well as Formosa ahd other ter- 
ritories, be restored. to the Republic of 
China, But while we alone might be able to 
force the Tokyo government to order the 
evacuation of Manchiiria, this in itself 
would not necessarily restore it to the Re- 
public of China. 

Between Manchuria and the China that is 
governed from Chungking lies that part of 
China which is ruled from Yenan.

But the 
Japanese Emperor is not a usurper, and 
more often than not in Japanese history 
the Emperor has reigned but has not 
ruled, It is quite conceivable then that 
the might continue to reign, but that the 
country would be ruled by men who had 
syrrendered the conquests and military 
power of Japan and had given guarantees. 

If this is the right course, and pro- 
vided the Allies have reached a strategical 
and political agreement, it. would be no 
sign of weakness to let it be known in 
Tokyo. :

TRIED BY BISHOP 
| por INSTANCE, we are told of the trial 

before the Bishop of Ossory, in 1342, of 
Dame, Alice Kyteler of. Kilkenny, Ireland. 

Her husband, Sir John le Poer, accused 
her of practising witchcraft in order to get 
his money for-her only son, William Out- 
law, child of a former marriage. 

She had beeri married three times be- 
fore and was suspected of getting rid of 


.them by sorcery to this end. 


Witnesses swore that they had seen the 
Dame raking the dirt of the street.at twi- 
light toward her son’s door while incanting: 


“To the house of William, my son 
Hie all the wealth of Kilkenny Town.” 


And the idea underlying this charm still 
persists today in the superstition I quoted 
before about sweeping away the luck of a 
house. 

BLACK CAT ‘FAMILIAR’ 

pears THAT was where the supersti- 
tion about black cats started, for: Dame 

Kyteler was accused of having one as a 

“familiar.” . 

Named Robinus Filius Artis, this cat 
was said at her bidding to appear also in 
the form of a shaggy dog and black man. 

Witnesses also swore to having seen her 
ang her.accomplices conducting pagan prac- 
tices and sorcery at*the crossroads at mid- 
night. 

Such as sacrificing tive cockerels to de- 
mons, then making horrible potions and 
ointments from- the entrails of the birds, 
mixed-with-fingernails from dead bodies. 

These potions were used to cast spells 
on her enemies, and the ointment used to 
anoint the broomstick on which she rodé 
to these weird assignations. : 
MADE FULL CONFESSION 
[ PONT KNOW what form of third de- 

gree was used in those days, but it was 
evidently effective. 

For we. are told that she made a full 
confession of all these things and - was 
forced to abjure her heretical beliefs in 
public. 

But because of her social rank, she was 
spared the burning at the stake meted out 
to ordinary witches, and escaped with a 
fine. 

A GRIM RECORD 
SOME 16 centuries a belief in witch- 
craft formed part of the creed of Euro- 
peans, the book shows. 

Oddly enough, the execution of the _un- 
fortunates accused of practising it reached 
its peak in England in. Jacobean and Crom- 
wellian days. 

Fear in high places produced the legisla- 
tion against them, and it wasn’t until the 
18th century-that the death penalty for witch- 
craft was removed. 

It is from that terrible period of paganism 
and human malevolence that many of to- 
day's superstitions have survived. 

So after reading that grim and macabre 
record, "one must feel thankful that, while 
there are still some who show a tendency 
towards “witch-hunting,” civilization has out- 
lawed such. revolting. manifestations. of
